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An American Woman in England 
Sentenced to Death.

Found Guilty of Poisoning Her 
Husband in Liverpool, 


The Judge Charges the Jury, Practically, to 


Trial—Evidence For and Against the 
Accused—An Incriminating Letter—Per- 
sons Who Knew That James Maybrick 
Was an Arsenic Eater—The Baroness 
Von Roques, Mother ef Mrs. Maybrick, 
Writes the ‘‘Post-Dispatch,” Defending 
Her Daughter. 


LIVERPOOL, August 7.—The jury in the case 
of Mrs. Maybrick, who has been on trial for 
the murder of her husband, brought in a ver- 
dict of guilty to-day. Mrs. Maybrick was 
sentenced to death. Judge Stephen in his 
charge to the jury said there was strong and 
distressful evidence to show that the prisoner 
had a motive for ridding herself of 
her husband. This could be found 
in her infidelity, which had rendered 
it nece ssary for her to enter into inextricable 

, mazes of lying. He 
also called particular 
attention to the 
Phrase, He is sick 
unto deatn, con- 
tained in her letter to 
Brierly. This was ter- 
ribly important, in 
view of the fact that 
onthe day the letter 
was written the doc- 
tors fully expected 
that Mr. Maybrick 
woul d recover. It 
= . showed ther e was rea- 
Mrs. Florence Maybrick. son tor believing that 
the prisoner was desirous of being rid of 
her husband, in order that she might live 
with her paramour. The Judge put the 
question tothe jury whether it was reasona- 
ble to believe that a loving wife would yield to 
her husband’s suggestion and put an un- 
known powder in his food. 


Story of the Crime. 


James Maybrick, a very prominent mer- 
chant in Liverpool, after a lingering iliness, 
died on May 9. The dectors, who had at- 


in his last Hiness, could 


not say what had been the cause of 
bis death, and the servants were 
gossiping about Mrs. Maybrick’s peculiar 
actions prior to her husband’s death. All 
these facts came to the Coroner, officially,and 
he held an inquest, which resulted in holding 
Mrs. Maybrick tor murder. She employed 
Sit Charles Russell to defend ner and made 
every preparation forastrong fight. When 
arraigned for trial on July 31 she pleaded not 
guilty, and the trial was at once begun. 

A letter was introduced in evidence written 
by James Maybrick eleven days before his 
death to his brother, Michael, a composer liv- 
ing in London. He gave a minute aceonunt of 
his sickness and commented on the inability 
of the doctors to diagnose his complaint. 

Michael Maybrick testified that he knew his 
brother had been in the habit of taking phos- 
phorous powders. Mrs. Maybrick had written 
to him that she had found some of these pow- 
ders. Michael mentioned the matter to James 
— who denied he had ever taken 
them. 

Dr. Hopper, who attended the diseased said 
Maybrick was given to dosing himself, was 
always taking new medicines and took double 
doses of all medicines prescribed. On one 
occasion Maybrick gave Hopper a bundle ot 
ei <r written by Dr.Sequetard of New 

fork. They were all new tonics and strych- 
nine was used in all. 

One of the nurses of Mr. Maybrick remem- 
bered having seen Mrs. Maybrick soak fly 
papers in water. 

Druggists testified they had sold Mrs. — * 
brick fly papers. Sir Charles Russell brought 
out the fact that fly papers were soaked in 
water by some women to make a face wash. 

Then a factand a letter that came out in the 
Coroner’s inquest was introduced. Mrs. May- 
brick had gone to London with a Brierly of 
Huskisson street, Liverpool, and they had 
occupied a room together. The letter was 
written in pencil er this adventure, and 
was a follows: 

AN INCRIMINATING LETTER. 

‘*‘DEAREST—Your letter under cover to J. 
came to hand just after I gave them to you on 
Monday. I did not expect to hear from you 
80 soon, and a delay occurred in giving the 
necessary instructions. Since my return I 
have been nursing all day and night. 
He is sick unto death. The oc- 
tors held a consultation yesterday and 
now all depends upon bow long his strength 
will hold out. Both my brothers-in-law are

here, and we are terribly anxious. 
I cannot answer your letter § fully 
to-day, m dearest but relieve your 
mind of of d ent now or in 
the future. M. has been dying since Sunday, 


and 1 know now that he is perfectly ignorant of 
everything, even of the nameof the street, and I 
know that he has not been making any inquirics in 
the matter. What he told me was a pure fabri- 
cation and only intended to frighten the truth 
out of me; in fact he boldly made the state- 
ment, although be will not admit u. You need 
not, therefore, go abroad on this ground, 
dearest, but in any case please don’t leave 
England until I have seen you once again. 
You must feel that those two letters of mine 
were written under circumstances which must 
ever excuse their injustice in vour eyes. Do 
you 99 I could act as Lam doing 1 
merely felt what 1 inferred? If you wish to 
write tome about anything, do so now, as all 
the letters pass through my hands at present. 
Excuse this scrawl, my dariing, but I dare not 
leave the room fora moment, and 1 do not 
kuow when I shall be able to write to you 
again.—lo haste, yours ever, FLORRIE.’’

Mrs. Maybrick’s Mother. 


Shortly after the arrest of Mrs. Maybrick in 
England on the charge of poisoning her hus- 
band an article appeared in the PostT-D1s- 
PATCH concerning the matrimonial expe- 
riences of her mother, now the Baroness von 
Royners. The story ran that about 1848 a 
young couple named Holbrook eniigrated 
from New England and settled in Spring- 


field, III. They had one daughter, 
Caroline E. Holbrook, who was noted for her 
beauty. She is Mre. Maybrick’s mother. Mr. 
H: lbrook soon removed to Cairo, where he 
organized the Bank of Cairo, of which he was 
the first cashier. After remaining in business 
about fifteen years, during which time he suc- 
ceeded in accumulating a large fortune, he 
returned to the East, and settling in New 
York, and making 1 trips to the Soutn 
with his family. While in Mo ile, Ala., Car- 
oline Holbrook met a young wan of family 
and fortune named Chanler and an attach- 
mentsprung up. 
A VARIED MATRIMONIAL EXPERIENCE. 

The proposed marriage was opposed Db 
both families, and Miss Holbrook one day le 
her home without the knowlodge of her 

arents and was married at Trinity Church, 

ew York. One child was born, the present 
Mrs. Maybrick. Mr. and Mrs. Chauler lived 
very unhappily, the husband manifesting ex- 
treme jealousy, and a short time after the 
birth of the child the husband died very sud - 
denly. The story continued that Mrs. Chan- 
ler married a Cuban named Du Bary. The

Shebas always been a patient 
and good wife, a devoted mother and domes- 
tic woman. Only very lately terrible private 


troubles at home huve caused 
the . misunderstanding which resuited

| police here on the ‘‘suggestions’’ of g vindict- 
ive woman whose own antecedents have not 
yet been revealed and the lies of treaclerous 
servants has Mre. Maybrick been ‘‘suspect- 
ed. There has not been found any proof 
against ber. Is it not, then, fair to use the 
influence of the press to sustain her and assist 
her rather than condemn her beforehand? 
Remember she isan American alone in a for- 
eign country. Itisthe duty of the American 
press to see her fairly dealt with. As to the 
so-called history you publish of myself I un- 
hesitatingly pronounce it most cruelly false. 
There was neverto my knowledge the slight- 
est reason for the hints you throw out about 
me. My first husband died in hisown home 
and his mother nursed him with me, and 1 
never heard a hint of question as to the horri- 
rible and infamous thing you hintat. He died 
of inflammation of the brain, caused by great 
brain worry and fatigue in business, in the 
early war. We never had a disagreement and 
he never had cause for jealousy I married, 
over a year later, a gentloman—not of Cuba— 
during the seige of Charleston and after he 
was wounded at the battle of Shiloh, I 
married bim to be able to give him the care he 
needed, as there was no hope of his recovery. 
He died of the effects of his wound and his 
brother was with him. My mother was para- 
lyzed some years before her death and had 
softening of the brain, and at the advice of all 
friends and physicians she was taken abroad 
by me and my son Abe,nursed two years in my 
own house with every care and devotion and I 
inherited nothing from ber.

BROCK WORKING ALONE. 


THE MISSOURI COLONY’S HEADQUARTERS 
DESERTED AND FORLORN.

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 7.—The head- 
quarters of the Missouri Republicans who 
have been here for several weeks on Thir- 
teenth street, have assumed a forlorn appear- 
ance, no one remaining there now but Maj. 
Brock, who will be about the last of all to get 
away from the capital. He has becn detained 
by business for other parties in the 
First Congressional District. The word 
now is nothing more untill after the dog 
days. The city has put on its summer garb, 
and everybody whocan get away is doing so. 
Cornelius McBride, ex-special agent of the 
Interior Department, contemplates leaving 
here to-morrow for St. Louis, where he will

Newspaper Honors Abundant.

For several weeks rumors bave been current 
here of a stringency in the money market and 
Secretary Windom haseven felt called upon 
to do his best to dis: el the cloud. One morn- 
ing a report reached the Treasurer of a Catho- 


lic institution that a panic was threat- 
ened. He promptly warned the other 
Catholic institutions and within two 
hours, it is said, checks for the 


full amount of all deposits were presented at 
the banks by officials of the various churches, 
convents and academies with peremptory de- 
mand for payment.

WHY POLICEMEN KICK 


THE NEW UNIFORM BELTS CAUSE A GREAT 
DEAL OF DISSATISFACTION. 


Dismounted Fifth District Policemen Also 
Indignant—Commissioner George K. 
Small Telis the Uses of the Belt—A Uni- 
form Iuspecter Appointed—Maximum 
Weights for Mounts Kstablished. 


Y October 15 every po- 
lice captain, sergeazt 
and patrolman will be 
attired in his new unl- 
form and a natty display 
is expected. Yesterday 
afternoon at the regular 
meeting of the Board of 
Police Commissioners 
an order was issued 
commanding the mem- 
bere of the department 
to procure the new uni- 
forms within sixty days. 
This order has been pending for some time. 
Months ago it was brought to the attention of 
the commissioners thatthe St. Louis force 
was not properly dressed. ‘‘The Finest“ of 
the New York, Boston, Philadelphia and 
Chicago forces were fitted out ina man- 
ner 80 far superior to the Mound 
City men that decided action was deemed 
advisable. That action has been taken anda 
firm of tailors have the contract for maklug 
the uniforms. As stated in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH of several weeks ago, 

THE NEW UNIFORMS 

will be exact counterparts of those worn by 
the men on the Metropolitan Police Force of 
New York City. The Metropolitan“ cloth, a 
standard article of goods manufactured in 
New York City and used bythe police de- 
partments all over the country, has 
been adopted and a printed list of 
specifications has been issued from the 
Police Commissioners’ office relating to the 
manner in which the uniforms are to be made. 
Dress coats forcaptains and sergeants will 
be double-breasted, while the patrolm en will 
wear single- breasted coats. Tho trousers will 
be of the same color and material, and on the 
outer seam of the sergeants’ and 
patrolmen's trousers will be sewn 
a heavy white No. 12 cable cord. Gar- 
ments for summer wear will be lighter. 
Uniforms for mounted men will be made to 
accommodate the entirely different postures 
assumed while on horseback. The coats will 
be shorter by several inches. Brass buttons 
will ornament each garment. 

A KICK ABOUT THE BELTS. 

The adoption by the Police Board of a new 
uniform forthe police force has given rise 
to not a little dissatisfaction among 
the officers doing duty in the 


city. Noobjection is made to the new uni- 
form itself, but the rule requiring beits to be 
worn, in which the clubs are to be carried, is 
considered as exposing the police to great 
danger in all cases where resistance is made 
to arrest by more than one man, and to seri- 
ously and unnecessarily impair the efficiency 
ofthe force. A patroiman who hasa record 
of nearly twenty years’ service, and who has 
walked some ofthe most dangerous deats in 
the city, in speaking of the rule requiring 
beits to be worn, said: 
THE DANGEROUS BELT. 

Jam sure that the Police Board could not 
have given the matter careful consideration, 
or it would never have added belts to the uni- 
form. Every policeman of any experience at 
all knows that the belt is sometiines a veri- 
table death-trap to its wearer, and in case of 
resistance to arrest is always a source of 
greut danger. It is of no use to the 
officer himself, but is about the most val- 
uuble auxiliary that a couple of thugs can 
have. Few members of our police force are 
unequal lo the task of handling a couple of 
ordinary roughs, but if a belt is placed 
around the waist, two men who know their 
business can overcome the most athletic 
patrolman wearing the uniform. If any- 

thinks a minute, it will 

readily perceived that the 
belt is simply a convenient 
handle by which the officer can be held as in a 
vise by one thug while another batters him to 
pieces. 


A HANDLE FOR THUGS. 

It two men attack an officer and one gets 
hold of his belt trom behina heis at their 
mercy. No matter how poweriul the police- 
man may be aman hanging to his belt can 
prevent anything like free movement, and is 
bimself safe from serious injury. His com- 
panion can beat in the officer’s head at 
his leisure, or he can grasp the 
belt with one hand and with 
the other apply a club to the cranium of his 
comparatively helpless antagonist. Two men 
can thus holdapoliceman utterly at their 
mercy, while without the encumbrance of the 
deadiy belt he would hive no difficulty in 
landing them both in the lock-up. Another 
disadvantage of the belt is that it renders it 
very difficuit to draw a pistol. A policeman 
is not allowed to use firearms except in case of 
extremity, and it is of the first importance 
that the pistol be placed so that it can be in- 
stantly drawn, but with 


THE COAT STRAPPED DOWN 
with a belt, todrawa pistol is the work of 
some time and this delay, whichis entirely 
un necessary, may well lead to the death of 
more than one guardian of the public peace. 
Beyond appearance anda slight convenience 
in carrying the club, the belt has no advan- 
tuges, while its presence is a constant menuce 
to the satety ofthe wearer. If the order re- 
ulring its use isnot countermanded, the et- 
clency of the force will be most seriously 
impaired.’’ 
MOUNTED HEAVY WEIGHTS. 

There is considerable discontent, too,among 
the mounted police. St. Louis has forty 
mounted patrolmen, commanded by three 
mounted sergeants. They are stationed in 
tue Fitth Police District under Capt. Fruchte, 
and patrol the residence portion of the city 
to the extreme western limits. It is a promo- 
tion to ve placed on mounted duty. The 
horsemen, besides having a sturdy animal to 
carry them over their weary beats, have 
been required to do but eight h urs duty each 
Gay instead of twelve hours, which isthe time 
required of all other patrolmen. Nowa num- 
ber of the men must dismount from their 
steeds and navigate on nature. * 


GEORGE H. SMALL. 
the purchasing member of the Police Board, 
who has advocated the adoption of new uni- 
forms, was seen this morning and was 
told of the complaints being made by the men. 
He said: There is nothing in that complaint 
about the belts) The beits are not strong 
enough to serve as a handle for toughs to hold 
a policeman. The fastenings would give way 
and the policeman would be free to ply his 
club without restriction. The new uniform 
coat will be of the single-breasted 
type which is worn by the olice 
ot New York, Boston, Chicago, leve- 
land, Cincinnati, Buffalo, Baltimore, 
and a dozen other cities, A s ngle-breasted 
coat would not look well without a belt, and 
then we propose that the men shall carry a 
day baton, a short rosewood stick with a 
braided handie, for which there will be a 
pocket in the belt. Now the men do not carry 
batons during the night, relying altogether 
on their pistols. We do not think it is best 


for them to 
RELY ON THE PISTOL. 

The baton will bea convenient and effective 
weapon. I talked with Chief Huebler about the 
objection tothe belt. He said there was noth- 
ing in it Whatever. I suppose it is natural 
that there should be objection whenever an 
innovation is made AS radical as 
the present chanue of uniform, but the 
— 4 —— will soon find that the change is in 
beir interest. Heretofore it has beak the 
practice of the Board to adopt a new cloth 
each year for the men’s uniforms. The cloth 
contractor. would sell to each liceman 
rn cloth for a uniform, and the man 
woul then take the oods to any 
tailor to be made. The result was 
that the uniforms were never made according 
to the regulations. Sometimes the dress 
coats would reach to the knee, sometimes 
three inches above and sometimes three 
inches below.

The policeman 
will pay one-third of the price in thirty days 
and the final thirdin sixty days from the time 
he gets the clothes, He can pay in full when 
he gets the clothes if e wants to, 
but the time will be allowed without interest 
if he wants to take it. He will be compelied 
to pay the entire sum in sixty days, but the 
board, the city or the State, assume no re. 
sponsibility to the contractor for the payment 
of the bill. There bas been no change in the 
helmets and I do not think there will be.“ 

ABOUT THE HEAVY MEN’S KIOK. 

Regarded the heavy- weighted mounted men 
in the Fifth District Mr. Small said: The 
horses used in the Fifth District are compelied 
to carry a policeman for eight hours every 
day. Some ofthe men have grown remarka- 
bly heavy, weighing up to 220 pounds. Their 
horses in consequence are sway-backed and 
soon will be unfit for service. We had 
the mounted men weighed * to dis- 
mount those who weighhed over 175 pounds 
but we found that would dismount to many, 
and so placed the limit at this time at 185 
pounds. Eight men were dismounted yester- 
day. In the future no man will be mounted 
who weighs over 175 younds, that being the 
maximum we have established. 


“CROOKED JACK” DYING. 


George Webster, a St. Louis Crook, Shot by 
a Cincinsati Detective. 


George Webster, alias ‘‘Crooked Jack,’’ 
who shot and killed Henry Moran in this city, 
at the Standard Theater, June 9, 1885, has been 
heard from in Cincinnati, O., where he le now 
lying in a hospital with a bullet wound 
thought to be fatal. About 9 o’clock yester- 
day morning Detectives Jackson and Wapper- 
stein dropped into Kamp’s saloon, on Sixth, 


near Vine street, in Cincinnati, and there met 
Webster, John Burke and another unknown 
crook. The two first named were wanted, 
and the detectives started for the station, but 
the unknoWn broke away and escaped in the 
crowded streets. After ashbort walk Webster 
asked Detective Jackson to let his wrist goa 
moment to get his handkerchief, and his 
hard was no sooner freed than he 
bounded away and drew arevoiver.. Jackson 
slipped on a banuna peel and lost ground at 
the start, but fired two shots, one of which 
struck Webster inthe right arm and lodged 
in his right shoulder. Webster sent a bullet 
in return but it did no harm. The shots at- 
tracted the attention of the police, and they 
gave chuse. Webster ran, through the 
crowded streets, into stores, out again into 
back yards and alieys, climbed fences, 
jumped through windows and came out on the 
street again firing at the officers as he ran. 
He ran into Jackson’s arms on Fifth and 
Plum streets, and pointing his gees at Jack- 
son's breast Wes about to pull the trigger 
when Wapperstein came up and caught him 
from behind. He wastaken to the hospital 
and Jack Burke was locked up. The surgeon 
who examined the wound in Webster’s shoul- 
der said it was very serious. A _ suit of 
clothes, stolen from Judge Perkins of 
Covington, Ky., was found in Kamp’s 
saloon, where Webster nad left it. 
IN ST. LOUIS. 

Webster was always considered a bad man 
by the np: lice and detectives in this city where 
he went by the name of Charies Williams and 
had a traveling companion named Ward Will- 
lams, a one armed gambier. He pleaded self- 
defense when he was tried for killing Henry 
Moran ana was sentenced t aterm of two 
years which he served. He was a pickpocket 
and burglar and after serving nis term he 
went to Cincinnati and plied his vocation, 
serving two terms in the Work-house for two 
robberies he committed. He aiso robbeda 
pianter of $200 in Atianta, Ga., but escaped 
with a short sentence and returned to Oincin- 
nati where he has been very active.

A Beautiful Young Woman's Disappear 
ance and Subsequent Recovery by Her 
Father—She Takes Refuge in the House 
of the Good thepherd—The Strange 
Story of a Wrecked Life. 


SENSATION was caused 

afew days since in one

DEAD PEOPLE S PROPERTY 


THE COLLECTION AT THE INSANE ASYLUM 
YET UNCLAIMED, 


The People’s Road—Reportingthe Gas Bill 
—Singing the L'“ Road Bill—Laying the 
Dorsett Conduit—Reports on Electric 
Lighting—The Charity Board— Municipal 
Matters. 


The Superintendent of the Insane Asylum 
this morning sent in to Comptroller Stevenson 
acomplete listof all the personal property 
and money nowin his hands belonging to 
patients still in the institution or left by those 
who have died there. The money does not 
amount to much, ranging from 5 cents to $8 
or $10 for each patient, Many of them 
have no money at all and their pos- 
sessions include only a few trinkets 
worn on their persons when taken into the 
asylum. The variety of articles is not large, 
and is made up mostly of yings, pins, jewelry 
and pocket-books. Some have papers and 
books, but not many. 

In the safe there lies a collection of property 
unclaimed by relatives or friends of patients 
who have died. The following list of pos- 
sessions was gathered at random 
from the complete list, and will illustrate 
the kind and amount of these belongings. 
James H. Bradley, 30 cents; Margaretha 
Byrns, 15 cents, 1 key, 1 pair scissors; Yorrick 
Bosrie, 8cents; Wm. Brophy, $3.55; Dwight 
E. Casey, $8; Lizzie Cochrane, 1 key, 1 ring; 
Agnes Hoff, 20 cents; John Heniha, 25 rents, 1 
collar button, 1 shirt stud; Elizabeth Juengen, 
1 pair ear - rings; Rosa Jost, I pair ear-rings;

John Smith and Richard Lightner Terribly 
Burned by the Ignition of Some Rocket 
Cases Which They Were Preparing—The 
Pyrotechnic Room Destroyed by Fire— 
The Injured Men Cared kor—Damages 

. Slight. | 


A serious accident happened at the Cable Am- 
phitheater at 11:30 o’clock this morning, and 
two men were seriously, probably fatally, in- 
jured. The chemicals in the charging room 
exploded, and both John Smith and Dick 
Lightner were so badly burned tuat they may 
die. The charging-room was a little wooden 
shed, which was situated lu tn; area back of 
the scenery which represents the city 
of Sebastopol, and it was the 
room in which the papar cases 
of which rockets are made were filled with 
composition made of exzlosive chemicals. 
Smith and Lig®tper have been employed by 
Pain for three ears making rockets, and they 
started to work at 10.30 o’clock this morning 
filling cases. The room in which they were 
working contained four brrels ot salt- 
petre, two of sulphur, two of stronchia, 
two of brites and small quantities of other 
combustibles. Smith and Lightner were sit- 
ting atthe same bench, pouring the powder 
into the cases and ramming it in. One of the 
cases exploded and Lightner dashed out of 


the room, his clothing qn fire, and 
started for the lake to plunge 
in. The room was filled with 


smoke and it was impossible for Smith to see 
whether Lightner had escaped or been killed. 
He stood in the doorway and called, ‘‘Dick!’’ 
‘‘Dick!’’ several times. He bravely. refused 
to leave his companion who he thought was 
still in danger, and while he stood in the door 


there was

Ali the chemicals had caught fire. Smith was 
horribly burned, and he turned and staggered 
away from the shattered and burning build- 
ing. Some one ran to him and he cried 
‘*catch me, and fell. He was taken to a 
shady spot where his shirt was cut off, then 
carried into the saloon and he and Lightner 
were rubbed with oil. Afire alarm was sent 
in, and engine No. 2%, from the Manchester 
road, responded, Thefire was put out with- 
out much trouble, and the only loss was the 
shed and about $200 worth of chemicals. The 
damages were in considerable, and bad it not 
been forthe inſuries the two poor workmen 


received the matter would scarcely attract 
attention. 

It was reported down town that the explo- 
sion had occurred -and several people 
been injured. Mr. Lowry, Pain’s agent, to 
the cable ambulance and drove ina gallop to 
the garden. Smith and Lightner were taken in 
it and driven to the Mullanphy Hospital where 
arrangemente were made for their treatment. 
Smith will probably die, but Lightner’s in- 
juries, though they are serious, are not likely 
to prove fatal. | 
THE INJURED 
men were almost blinded by the explosion, 
but were taken in charge at once by their fel- 
low-workinen, who promptly tore off their 
burning garments and applied oil to their 
bodies. Lightner, who lives at Twelfth and 
Franklin avenue, had his face, hands and the 
back of his neck most seriously burned. 
Smith’s upper body must bave been com- 

letely envelope in the flash. as 
his breast and neck, face and 
arms were terribly burned, the flesh hang- 
ing down in strips. The attendants fortunately 
had presence of mind enough to cover the 
burns with oil. An ambulance was telephoned 
for and while it was on its way the men were 
made as comfortable as possible. Though in 
agony, they gave an account of the ex- 
plosion. John Smith, who has been em- 
ployed for nearly two years at the same work 
said: ‘*‘About 10:30 o’clock this morning my- 
gelt and Dick Lightner went to

to prepare some rockets. The paper cases 
wereina rack on one side and we began 
charging them. While I was ramming 
home a charge. I noticed a  gritting 
sound, and 1 remarked it to Diek 
asking him what he thought it was. I turned 
round to ask him, and just then the first ex- 
plosion took place. I have no idea what 
caused it. Iran towards the door, but N d 
to see if Dick was safe out. I called to him, 
Other expiosions followed and the side was 
then blown out. The shock was terrible; 
the room was full ofsmoke I ran tothedoor 
and out into the air. Dick had gone out ahead 
ofme.’’ 

Smith lives at No. 1902 Taylor avenue. Dick 
Lightner, whose injuries are not so serious, 
like Smith, is unable to account for the ex- 

losion. He said: It occurred just after 
Smith remarked that there was some gritty 
thing in his case. I wasn’t looking 
in the direction of the explosion at the time. 
As soon asl saw the flash’-I ran tothe door. 
My clothes were burning and my first impulse 
was to run tothe lake and throw myself in. 

A peculiar fact concerning the explosion 


was that two mounted officers who 
had happened into the yard where 
the men were at work charging 


the casese One of the officers asked how they 
charged the cases,and an attendant explained 
the matter to him. The officers remarked that 
he considered the danger of an explosion very 


great as the crushing of a grain of 
powder would ignite the charge. The 
men said they didn’t think there 


was any danger, and went into the charging 
room. The officers rode off, but before reach- 
ing Hamilton avenue were recalied by an ex- 
—— sounding like the report of a quarry 

last. ; 

Mr. Lowry, wasfound atthe garden and 
asked iz 

ANY EXPLANATION 

ofthe accident could be given. ‘*‘No’’, he 
replied. It is one of those strange things 
that earhot be accounted for. There was no 
gunpowder inthe shed, only the chemicais 
and they were mixed by James Cunliffe, who 
isan experienced man. He has been with 
Pain for 10 or 20 years and knows thoroughly 
well how to make the compounds. Smith and 
Lightner have worked for us ever since we 
have been giving pyrotechnic displays in 
St. Louis, three years, and already 
they have (filled over 6,000 of these 
cases this year. There was no fire near the 
shed, and none wus ever permitted near it. 
The charging room was isolated, and the sheds 
that contain fireworks are separated — 4 
good long distance. I thought at first I might 


be able to find what was the cause, 
but 1 could not. Smith heard 
a crackling sound as he was ramming 


the charge and I think from that that there 
must have been some impurity in one of the 
chemicals. We have had but few accidents 
and this is the worst we ever have had.

Mr. Lowry visited Smith and Lightner this 
afternoon to see that they received every at- 
tention.

The physicians were 
Gisposed to believe that the men would re- 
cover. 

The accident of to-day will not interfere 
with the exhibition asthe damaged building 
will be replaced at once.

SPUNKY SPOKANE FALLS. 


THE CITIZENS OF THE DESTROYED CITY 
PREPARING TO REBUILD. 


The Great Loss Sustained by the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Co,—Investigating the 
Water-Works Men—Telegraphic Com- 
munication Re-K stablished—Further Par- 
ticulars About the Losses—A Midnight 
Biaze—Incendiary Fire. 


SPOKANE FatLs, W. T., August 7.—It is im- 
possible to estimate the extent of the losses 
sustained by the Northern Pacific Railroad. 
The value of the two depots, passenger and 
freight, may be easily arrived at, but that of 
the goods stored therein cannot be reached 
until all the claims against the company are 
adjusted. The entire passenger and freight 
business of the road at Spokane Falls, is now 
handled in temporary quarters located in the 
freight warehouse, corner Railroad avenue 
and Howard street, With an admirable exer- 
cise of energy and foresight, A. D. Campbell, 


manager of the Western Union 21 Co., 
brought his office pretty squarely back upon 
its ieet on Sunday night within two hours 
—— the lines had been burned down in the 
city. 
Saving only tbree sets of instrnments from 
the burning office he established a branch of- 
fice in the western part ot the city for the 
transmission of Eastern business, and had his 
main office in a lumber pile near Stevens 
street and Railroad avenue, He succeeded in 
getting his files clear by 5 o’clock next morn- 
ing. That the people of Spokane Falls have 
by no means lost heart by the recent terri- 
bie disaster, or are inelined to abandon the 
City by the Falls is evidenced by the 
ene aa being made and the 

ulldings begun. Throughout all the excite- 
ment attendant upon the destruction of Sun 
day night there was a manifest disposition on 
the part of all to assist in staying the conflag- 
ration and there were none of the scenes of 
disorder and pillage that have marked the ex- 
perience of other cities like afflicted. Order 
was maintained throughout and vesterday the 
spirit of recuperation manifested itself in a 
marked degree.

A $100,000 MAUSOLEUM 


To be Erected: in San Francisco for the 
Late Charles Crocker. 


From the New York Sun 

One ot the finest and most costly «mauso- 
leums in the country is about to be erected in 
a San Francisco cemetery to receive the ro- 
mains of the late Charles Crocker, and ulti- 
mately those of bis wife and children. The 
design is an original one by A. Page Brown of 
this city, who bas been in California for several] 
weeks arranging for this and other architectu- 


ral work there, and it will be executed by Rob- 
ert C. Fisher & Co., marble workers of this 
city. The monument is of the Greek style and 
wiilcover the whole plot in the cemetery, 
which is circular and sixty feet in diameter. 
Within a severely plain wall, pierced 
straight openings as entrances, will be a ter- 
race leading up to the monument proper, 
which will round, with a pedestal twenty- 
two feet in diameter, anda column eighteen 
feet in diameter. This will be surmounted b 
a solid capital in the form of a roof, sup 
by pairs of pillars with loniec yor balit 
against the the main colpmn. A Greek finial 
will cap the wholé monument, the total 
height of which is s feet. 

The material used will be California granite, 
which resembles the Westerly granite used in 
the East so closely that the two can y 
be told apart.

The National Bureau of Statistics has just 
completed an elaborate report on the produc- 
tion and consumption of spirits and malt 
liquors in the United States. In some respects 
the conclusions are startling. In the fiscal 
year 1888 no less than 75,845,352 gallons of dis- 
tilled spirits, 36,385,068 gallons of wines, and 
767,687,056 gallons of malt liquors were con- 
sumed in this country, a total of 879,767,476 
gallons, or 14.30 gallous for every man, woman 
and child. 

To show the increase in the consumption of 
the varivus kinds of liquors we give the fol- 
low ing figures, representing gallons:

ON THE SAFE SIDE. 


When Russia owned the entire shore 
line of Behring Sea, the land on all sides 
of it and all the islands within it, she 
desired to protect the fur seals from indis- 
criminate slaughter and extinction. For 
that purpose alone she claimed the right 
to treat all the waters of that sea asa 
Russian lake under the jurisdiction of 
Russian law. She did not desire or pre- 
tend to close it to free navigation or to 
restrict its use asafree highway for the 
world’s commerce. All she asked was 
police control over its fisheries. 

Our own and all other Governments re- 
fused to recognize or tolerate any such 
jurisdiction on the part of Russia. Our 
own ships and those of other nations 
claimed and exercised the right to take 
seals in Behring’s Sea not less than three 
miles from land, the same as in other 
parts of the Pacific. 

The basis for Russia’s claim of rightful 
jurisdiction was destroyed when she no 
longer possessed the Aleutian Islands and 
the American shore of the sea, and we could 
not succeed to her claim because she did 
not cede to us the essential basis of it— 
the land on all sides. 

We refused to let the mare clausum 
principle apply to Behring Sea, because 
such a concession would have cost us too 
much on the Atlantic and other coasts. 
Can it be that, in the interest of a private 
monopoly, we are now about to surrender 
or compromise a most important and val- 
uable right under international law and 
usage, a title deed to national privileges 
worth ten times as much as Alaska and 
all the seals its islands breed? 

That we are not going to do any such 
thing was declared when the Senate re- 
fused to pass the House bill claiming that 
we had acquired an extraordinary juris- 
diction over Behring Sea waters from 


Russia. 
—— — — 


A REPUBLICAN Senate last winter dis- 
tinctly refused to passa declaratory act 
affirming our jurisdiction over Behring 
Sea on the mare clausum theory. Mr. 
BLAINE is notoriously a very poor lawyer, 
but it is extremely improbable that he is 
stupid enough to set up any such claim of 
jurisdiction in the face of the Senate’s 
action as some of the organs assume that 
he will. Asfarasthe Gulf of St. Law- 
rence is land-locked at all. it is surrounded 
by British territory. But because the 
mouth is 50 miles across and the entrance 
cannot be commanded by guns from the 
headlands we claim and exercise the right 
to fish anywhere mm that gulf over a league 
from land. Russia owns one shore of 
Behring Sea and we the other. So far is 
it from being land-locked or surrounded 
by our territory, that a channel 183 miles 
wide lies between our farthest Aleutian 
island and the nearest Russian land.

THE WORK AS BEGUN. 


GREAT EARNESTNESS AND ENTHUSIASM 
SHOWN FOR THE SILVER CONVENTION, 


The Reselatien as Adopted Providing for 
the Committee — Interesting Remarks 
From Mr, Frank Gaiennie—Strong Poinis 
in Mr. Egan’s Address— Value of the 
World’s Fair Connection, in Establishing 
a Common Dollar. 


HE meeting held 
at the Mining Ex- 
change . yester- 
day, to take the 
preliminary steps 
toward calling 
the Convention 
of Silver Men, 
embracing repre- 
sentatives of all 
the industries and 
interests having 
aconnection with 
the silver mining 
industry, directly 
or indirectly, and 
which was pro- 
posed and has 
been advocated 
by the Post-Dis- 
PATCH, was a 
great success and gave every promise of the 
success of the movement. The attendance 
was ofa very representative character, and 
every one at the meeting was in earnest and 
determined to do everything possible to assist 
in making the convention a grand success. 

Mr. J. J. Mullally, Vice-President of the 
Mining Exchange, who made the call for 
the meeting, in calling it to order simply 
stated its object. He had, however, person- 
ally discussed the matter with many of the 
gentiemen present, emphasizing the enthusi- 
asm of the Colorado mining men in discuss- 
ing the convention. Having been among 
them onlyafew days ago, and having read 
with them the Post-DispaTcH articles, and 
also having been urged by them to push the 
movement through, he was well qualified to 
speak as to their sentiments. And his report 
of the mining interest was very encouraging, 
too, and did a great deal toward giving the 
movement the boom it has had at the start. 

THE FIRST ADDRESS, 
as published yesterday in the Post-DISPATCH, 
was that of Ar. J. M. S. Egan of Georgetown, 
Colo. Mr. Egan was very much in earnest in 
his remarks, and was closely followed by 
those present. The attention he called to the 
fact that St. Louis is the center of the grandest 
agricultural section of the country, and his 
statement that every indication points to its 
being the great smelting center ot the country, 
were particularly weil received. The influence 
ofthe convention in bringing the World’s 
Fair in 1892 here, and the value to silver men 
in having it here, was also a strong point. 
Another one was in reference to baving 
the convention on a broad gauge 
basis and he emphasized this as 
much as possible, saying that if it was not to 
be made to take in connecting interests and to 
cover the entire silver question, it should not 
be held at all. But while all of these points 
were strong ones, and while they called out 
evidences of appreciation, Mr. Egan touched 
the sentimental side of those present in re- 
marking, at the close of his address, that of 
all the large cities in ghe country St. Louis 
stood alone as one to which mining men could 
come and expect to be treated as gentiemen. 
The applause with which this was greeted only 
emphasized the truth of the statement. 
MR. FRANK GAIENNIE 
was called upon at the conciusion of Mr. 
Egan’s remarks and made a short address ofa 
highly interesting character. At the start he 
said he hardly knew why he was there, except 
that he was interested in anything that St. 
Louls had any connection with, ani he 
thought such a convention as the one pro- 
posed would result in a great deal of good, 
notonly for the interest directly concerned, 
and those connected with it, but for St. Louis. 
The question was not only as to the taking 
of the ore out of the mine, but as to finding a 
market for it after it had been mined. This 
could be made the market, and with 
all of our advantages it could 
be made the smelting center of the country. 
Mr. Galennle then told a very good story which 
he bad read in the PosT- DISPATCH, and which 

came in as an illustration of the depreciated 
value of the American dollar. This was that 
told Lord Chief Justice Coleridge when he was 
taken to Mount Vernon. It was remarked 
that from where they stood a dollar had been 
thrown from cliff to’ cliff across the Po- 
tomac. The Lord Chief Justice meap- 
ured the distance with his eye aud 
smiled, but Senator Evarts, who was of 
the party, was equal to the emergency, and 

uickly added: ‘‘But pou must remember, my 

rd, a dollar went further then than it does 
now. This story, Mr. Gaiennie thought, was 
very appropriate at the present time. 
LEAVING TO THE CONVENTION 
the questions to be discussed, he would not 
enter into them, but it did seem to bim that to 
raise the value ofthe subsidiary coin to the 
same basis as even the low standard of the 
present dollar, would be of great benefit, as it 
would require about $23,000,000. Then came 
up the question of the intercourse between 
the United States andthe South and Central 
American States. If barter and trade meant 
anything it meant reciprocity. A common 
dollar which would pass current in those 
countries as well as thisis what is wanted,and 
it would almost necessarily bea silver dol- 
lar or a dollar based on silver. It 
would establish a commodity of ex- 
change which would settle all existing prob- 
lems, and would open our doors to those 
countries. It would provide a market for the 
immense manufactured products of this coun- 
try. and for everything they need that they 
have to buy. It would in every way fully es- 
tablish closer commercial relations. In this 
connection it did not requireany reasoning to 
show why such a convention should be held in 
St. Louis, It would bring influence to bear on 
Europe to establish the equilibrium of gold 
and silver. There were strong evidences at 
the last conference that they are ready for it, 
and there are evidences now that Europe 
WANTS ANOTHER CONFERENCE, 

and wants to adjust the question on a solid 
basis. The United States, if she was wmint- 
int a dollar ofa doliar’s value would go to 
such a convention with greatiy increase

such a project,

Baron de Pardonnet Determined to Close

It is considered by 
many unfortunate that Phil Daly’s old club- 
house should be the only one assalied, as 
equally notorious resorts do business just as 
openly. Marks and Jolly, who run the Penn- 
syivania Club, seem to have less knack in 
consoling the fleeced than old Phil Daly, or 
they bave been less fortunate in their patrons 
than he. The story that the Baron has 
been spending large sums of money on 
a bogus wife living in a cottage behind 
the beach at West End, be indignantly 
denies. He says that be has a wife and family 
in Philadelphia. Manager Jolly of the Penn- 
syivania Club says he met the Baron several 
times during the day, but that he had carrled 
his bead aloof and refused to speak.

CLEVER EUT UNSUCCESSFUL, 


The Attempt of Two Life Convicts to Escape 
From Prison. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., August 7.—Two life con- 
victs, named Robert West and Henry Romain, 
made an unsuccessful attempt to escape from 
the State prison at Waupun on Sunday last. 
West was tier-tenderand while attending to 
his duties on the upper tier, had the oppor- 
tunity, whieh he embraced, of sawing out a 
trap-door through tbe ceiling of the cell 
room.

Prof. Nipher’s Letter to the Chief of the 
Signal Corps Arouses the General— 
Greely Gets Even by Estrblishiug a Rival 
Weather Service—How the Game Stands 
Between the Angry Meteorologists,

The odds are against 
Prof. Nipher and it seems that his earnest 
advocacy of the cause of Sergt. Weber and the 
manifestation of hischagrin atthe finding 
of the court martial in that case have 
placed him in a position to do as he 
pleases or not, just as he pleases. When 
Sergt. Weber was ordered to Cleveland, Prof. 
Nipher wrote a scorching letter to Gen. 
Greely, expressing his opinion of the Signal 
Service, of the court-martial, and of the 
whole proceeding under which Sergt. Weber 
was convicted, and Prof. Nipher published 
this letter in a newspaper, though it wasa 
private prodding of Gen. Greely. The Gen- 
eral was already suffering from the con- 
demnation of the court-martial, and any 
reference tothe Weber matter was much like 
touching a part of the General’s anutomy 
where a bee had lately been at work. He did 
not like Prof. Nipher’s conduct in jumping 
on bim for removing Sergt. Weber, so 
he concluded to teach Prof. Nipher that 
though a court-martial might express 
its opinion of the corps which 
Gen. Greely directed, that corps and 
its head were not the lawful prey of evary di- 
rector of a State weather service who chose 
to use them for target practice. 
PROF. NIPHER WROTE TO GEN. GREELY, 
in substance, that if he could not have Sergt. 
Weber he didn’t want anybody from the Sig- 
nal Service to help him in the weather service, 
and the wire brought back a notice to Sergt. 
Hammonto discontinue the observations at 
the weather service and let Prof. Nipher fol- 
low out his wishes and run it himself. Then 
Prot. Nipher announced that he would con- 
tinue the weather service as he had before he 
received any assistance from the Signal Serv- 
ice, Day bis own stationary and pay postage 
on his reports as of old. Prof. Nipher made 
his arrangements to shut the Signal Service 
ous and run a State weather service 
on bis own hook, but he did 
not know ofthe combination that was work- 
ing against him and the evidence that he did 
not know of it may be found ina card which 
appeared under the professor’s own signature 


to-day. It reads as follows: 

In the first place,Gen.Greeley has no more 
authority to dispose ofthe Missouri weather 
service than of the Mercantile Library. 1 
must also decline to believe that the author- 
ities at the State University would place them- 
selves in any such position. I judge ot this 
matter, however, only in the light of what 1 
should under the circumstances consider to be 
aor and proper, ifI were so placed. 

am sure that before having taken any ste 
of that kind the authorities atthe State Uni- 
versity would have written to me, aud that if 
informed that I had already arranged to con- 
tinue the work, the most common instincts 
regarding the proprieties which should be 
observed between institutions of learning, 
would have made itimpossibie for any such 
action to have been taken. 

The facts in the case, however, do not bear 
out Prof. Nipher’s supposition as to what the 
conduct of the authorities of the University 
would do, for it seems that about three weeks

DIES OF HYDROPHOBIA. 


Symptoms Were Not Developed Until 
Sunday—Officer Helderle Was Attacked 
by the Mad Beast, but Brought Him 
Down With His Club and Shot Him. 


ARKING like a dog, 
uon Kundert. a 12 
year-old boy, died of 
hydrophobia at tat | 


o’clock last night at 
his parents’ residence, 
2407 South Seventh | 
street. His agony was 
so great that it re- 
quired the strength of 
several persons to 
nold him in the bed. 
He foamed at the 
mouth, his eyes were 
dilated, and he seemed 
to have superfuman strength. What made 
bis condition most pitiful to contemplate was 
the fact that he was entirely conscious. Only 
afew minutes before his terrible death strug- 
gle began he had spoken inteligentiy to his 
mother, and recognized all who were 
sround him. The culmination of his awful 
attack was sudden as is usually the case, and 
bis agony fortunately did not last long. 
While he was struggling with those who were 
endeavoring to hold himinthe bed, he sud- 
denly sank back on thespillow and those who 
were attending him saw ata glance that his 
suffering had ceased. 

The boy was bitten by a mad dog just three 
weeks azo yesterday, and up to three days 
ago gave no indication that his injury was 
likely to have a serious termination. He and 
his brother Henry were playing in a 
lot which adjoins the place where 
they live, and saw a dog which 
th:y attempted to chase away with stones. 
liaving no idea that the dog was mad they 
were not at all timorous about getting close to 
him.

His Millionaire Benefactor, to Paper 
Amounting to $267,000—How the Great 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., August 7.—The discoy- 
ery, made public yesterday, that forgeries to 
the amount of $267,010 had been committed in 
the name of John 8. Blaisdell, one of the most 
prominent and wealthiest citizens of Minne- 
apolis, has created a tremendons sensation in 
business circles. A strong effort was made to 
keep the matter from obtaining. pub- 
licity, owing to the high social and business 
standing of the guilty man. Some facts leaked 
out, however, among others that the forger 
is a young lawyer, the son of a leading and 
wealthy citizen. Mr. Blaisdell had frequently 
befriended the man in business transactions, 
going 80 far as to indorse his 
note for $15,000. The young man made the in- 
dorsement the basis fora systematic series of 
forgerie s,reaching the sum above mentioned. 
Mr. Blaisdell discovered the forgeries merely 
by accident. Heatonce charged the young 
lawyer with the crime, the latter confessing 
in the presence of several witnesses. The 
fcrger’sfriends at once took steps to hush 
the matter up and an arrangement was made 
whereby the entire amount of the forgeries 
was to be paid over to Mr. Biaisdell in consid- 


Arrangements were partially made to 
this effect and with this understanding 
the name of the young man 
was suppressed in consideration of his 
previous good character and the high stand- 
ing of his family.

SEIZED FOR DEBT. 


The Embarrassment of the Riverside & 
Oswego Mills Property. 

Oswrdo, N. Y., August 7.—The seizure of 
the Riverside & Oswego Mills Co.’s property 
yesterday on an attachment for $412,000 is to 
secure the payment of money loaned. The 
mills at Oswego Falls employ about 1,000 
hands with a pay roll of about $22,000 per 
month. The defendant also owns extensive 
property at Providence. The mille are the 


principal industry of the village. E. P. 
Chapin of Providence js the President of the 
company. There is said to be but five stock- 
holders in the company. They are E. F. 
Chapin, President, Providence; O. R. 
Chapin, Vice-President, Providence; J. K. 
Brown, . Treasurer, Providence; Augus- 
tus D. Juliard, New York, and 
one other person whose name is not known 
here. The cloth manvfactured in the milie 
at Oswego Falls was shipped to Providence to 
be finished. Juliara & Co. of New York have, 
it is said, handled the entire product of the 
company’s mill. The present company was 
organized about five years ago. Previous to 
that time the extensive milis at Oswego Falls 
were operated by another company in which 
Juliard was a heavy stockholder. The old 
company becoming embarrasesd, the rg ged 
we — at a sheriff’s sale, and was bid in by 
Juliard for $105,900. The present company 
was then formed. Immediately extensive 
improvements were begun, and in five years 
$150,000 had been expended onthem. This 
immense outlay consumed a large part of the 

rofits up to June, 1888, but there were no 
osses, and during the past year the profits 
are said to have been very satisfactory. The 
plant and machinery of the „ are val - 
wed at between $1,500,000 and $1,600,000, and 
the stock on band at nearly $1,000,000. Last 
night asthe employes left the factory they 
were informed that the milis would shut down 
and the superintendent was unable to tell 
them when they would reopen.

THE UNDERTAKER TO BLAME, 


An Unknown Man’s Body Decomposing in 
the Chicago Morgue. 


CHICAGO, III., August 7.—The people of 
South Chicago are agitated over the condition 
of affairs at the Morgue, which is located un- 
der the west approach of the Ninety-second 
Street Bridge. On the morning of July 31 the 
body ofan unknown man was found on the 
lake shore at Eighty-fifth street and was 
placed in the Morgue. he same day the Cor- 
oner held an inquest and issued a burial per- 


mit. For some reuson the body has not been 
removed. Ihe County Undertaker usually 
delegutes some local undertaker to re- 
move unknown bodies, but as this 
body soon became badly decomposed 
the local undertakers would not touch 
it for the fee of $6 which the county allows in 
such cases. As a result the body is still at the 
Morgue and is daily becoming more decom- 
posed, so that it is almost impossible to’go 
nearthe place. Health Officer Larkin fumi- 
= the Morgue last Friday, but this has not 

elped matters much. He says now that it is 
dangerous for any one to go near the body, as 
the fumes arising would be liable to cause 
disease. The Lieutenant of Police said the 
police were not concerned, as when the body 
was turned over to the Ooroner their juris- 
diction ended. Iie says the trouble must be 
between the Coroner and the County Under- 
taker. ‘The Coroner’s burial certificate was 
issued the day the inquest was held so that 
his part of the contract ended then.

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THE WESTERN UNION BARRED OFF THE 
MONMOUTH PARK TRACK. 


Hew the Results of the Races Were Secured 
Arranging for the Regatta at Pullman— 
The Broocklyns Beaten and the Browns 
Again on Top—A Bicycler’s Long Jour- 
ney—Yesterday’s Games.

HE Monmouth Racing 

Association yesterday 

carried into effect the 
recent decision to cut 

off telegraphic com- 
munication between 
its track at Long 

Branch and the out- 

side world. The west- 

ern Union people were 
compelied to remove 
their instruments and 
wires from the grounds 
of the association. Not 

a word was tele- 

graphed from the 

tracks during the day. 

The city pool rooms, 

however, carried on 
— business as usual. 48 
much money was ventured in them upon the 
various events as upon any other dav. They 
got the news from Monmouth Park, too, al- 
though the results were delayed from one- 
half to three-quarters of an hour. Of course 
they could not get description of the races 
while running nor the latest odds at the track. 

After the tickers had been removed from the 
Association grounds Manager Casey set men 
at work aud by 1 o’clock had a temporary 
office established on a sand bank beside the 
Central Railroad, where a man perched upon 
apolefrom which he could see the track. 
The pole, however, was on the grounds of the 
Association, and the man was forced to climb 
down. The office was then moved to Ocean- 
port Station, and messengers were employed 
to convey the news to that point as expedi- 
tiously as possible. 

What the outcome of the fight will be is un- 
known. The Long Rranch people claim that 
the pool rooms of New York and 
Brooklyn diminish the attendance at the 
track on account of the fullness and prompt- 
ness with which they have been enabled to 
get the news ofthe racing. The book-makers 
also complain that theic business has been 
greatly injured by the city pool r tms. 

We do not hurt their business, said one 
of the most prominent pool-room men in the 
city yesterday. ‘‘The fact is that bad weather 
and bad racing have cut down the receipts at 
Monmouth Park greatiy during the past two 
weeks: The same causes have injured our 
business to an equal extent. Ifanything, the 
pool-rooms stimulate attendance and interest 
at the track. The people who bet money in 
the pool-rooms are mostly those who would 
not be able to go to the track under 
any circumstances. I think the Western 
Union Co. will take up the fight and force the 
association to extend the old privileges again. 
If they mean to try to stamp out our bu siness 
we will be forced to unite with the opponents 
of racing, both in New York and New Jersey 
and elect Legislatures pledged to repeal all 
the laws permitting betting on tracks. That, 
though, is looking pretty far ahead. 

Even with such facilities as furnished by 
the Western Union yesterday the business of 


the pool-roomy will falloff greatly if it will 
not be ruined altogether. Lack of knowledge 
of the latest odds offered by tue bookmakers, 
the scratched horses and ali the news of the 
track would place the pool-rooms under a 
disadvantage. Thedoor would be opened to 
sharp practices which mightruinthem. Ad- 
vance knowledge of only a very few minutes 
would be worth thousands of dollars to out- 
siders, and the chances for obtaining it would 
be increased greatly.

ROMANCE OF A FORGED WILL, 


The Release of Dickerson, an Aged Convict, 
From Prison.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., August 7.— Wm. R. 
Dickerson, the aged convict just released 
from the Eastern Penitentiary of Pennsyl- 
vania, has had asomewhat remarkable ca- 
reer. In 1878, Dickerson, J. M. Van Arsdalen 
and Herman C. Tulte were arrested on the 
charge of having forged the willof Robert 
Whittaker, a miserly million&ire of this city.

C. Rowlett and Herman C. Pulte, in which 
the old miser left all his estate of $900,000 to 
found a school for orphan girls on the pian of 
Girard College. Wm. Whittaker, aniel 
Sheetzand A. B. Neegus were made executors, 
but they were to be subject to the advice and 
consent of William R. Dickerson, who 
was made solicitor of the estate. The 
other will left the estate to relatives 
of the dead miser. The heirs put detectives 
on the case, who discovered that Dickerson 
was in close conference with Pulte, J. Wesley 
Hallings, Jonathan scofieid, Van Arsdalen (a 
tricky, unprfncipied lawyer of foul moral 
character) anda Western forger named Jo- 
seph B. Reed. They claimed that Whittaker’s 
will was forged and Dickerson, Pulte and Van 
Arsdalen were arrested and, in October, 1878, 
indicted for conspiracy to forge the will. The 
trial of the will case occupied nearly five 
months and was the longest on record in this 
country, the Beecher-Tilton trial not ex- 
cepted. It cost nearly $100,000 and it resulted 
in a verdictforthe heirs. The criminal trial 
took place in 1881. Pulte pleaded guilty 
turned State’s evidence and was sentenced 
to three years’ imprisonment, dating from his 
original incarceration, his term thus expiring 
on October 3, 1881. A motion fora new trial 
was refused, and on September 3, 1881, Judge 
Pierce sentenced Dickerson and Van Arsda- 
len to pay a fine of $1,000 each and to im- 
risonment often years. Dickerson, when 
he was sent to prison, was so feeble that hie 
friends thought him on the brink of 
the grave. Prison life, however, seems to have 
agreed with him andfalthoughjtime has toldjon 
him he is really a far more healthy man now 
then he was ten years ago. Van Arsdalen, 
who seemed inthe best of health, died three 
ears ago in prison. Pulte is still in this city. 
ickerson is now in his 80th year and is said 
to have thoroughly reformed during his im- 
prisonment. *

CELESTIAL CRIMINALS.

ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF THE SOCIETY OF 
THE HIGHBINDERS. 


An Fx-Official of the San Francisco Police 
Relates His Experiences in Chinatown— 
How Justice Is Administered by Chinese 
Courts — The Highbinders and the 
Chinese Tribunals. 


66 HE account of 
the vendetta 
declared by the 
Chinese Highbinders 
against the Chinese The- 
atrical Co. and the 
terror occasioned 
among the Celestials by 
the news that these pro- 
fessional cut-throats 
were preparing to wreak 
dire vengeance upon 
those who have offend- 
ed them, an account of 
which appeared in the 
PostT-DISPATCH, may 
strike the people in 
part of the world as very re- 
markable, but to us who lve on 
the Pacific Coast it occasions 
no surprise,’’ said M. B. Post of Alameda, 
Cal., who has been visiting friends in the city. 
At one time Lheld a clerkship in the office 
of the Chief of Police at San Francisco and be- 
came tolerably familiar with the criminal side 
of lite among the Celestials. In 1883 a great 
effort was begun to put down crime in China- 
town and the best detectives obtainable were 
set to work on the numerous cases 
of murder and assault that were 
constantly coming up. At first we 
were tolerabiy successful, as many of the 
better class of Chinese co-operated with us. 
and put the officers on the trail of the crim- 
mals.

CHINESE CRIMES. 

„Within a year three Chinamen were con- 
demned to death for murders of which their 
fellow-countrymen were the victims, and up- 
wards of twenty-five were sent to the peniten- 
tiary at San Quentin under heavy sentence. 
But after a while detection became more dim 
cult, as we received no aid from the Chinese, 
the leading merchants frankly acknowledg- 
ing that they feared the consequences 
if they in any way lent aid in bringing one of 
their countrymen before an American court, 
crime increased, arrests feil off, and in two 
or three years we had to give up the attempt 
to punish crimes committed by Chinese 
against Chinese as a hopeless task. 

CELESTIAL COURTS. 
In the course of our investigations we dis- 


‘covered many remarkable facts concerning 


the administration of justice in Chinatown, 
and the very pecullar organization known as 
the highbinders. Detective Jackson, who has 
for several years been the detective in charge 
of the Palace Hotel, made a wonderful record 
in unravelling the mystery which surrounds 
nearly all Chinese murders, learned more 
about the highbinders than any one else, and 
he is etill dreaded by all the criminals in that 

uarter. Investigation developed the fact 
that there was a regular court, with all tne 
paraphernalia of Celestial justice, in daily 
session in a large building on Jackson street, 
and that it exercised not only civil, 
but also criminal jurisdiction. The judges 
were appointed in China by the officers of the 
six companies, which are nothing more nor 
less than a gigantic emigration trust, and the 
salaries were paid by a tax levied on all the 
Chinese lu the country. We found the cellar 
ofahouse that bad been used as a prison, 
and released several men confined there, 
some of whom had been incarcerated for 
years. The application of the bamboo was, 
and still ls, a r See occurrence, while in- 
stances in which the death penalty had been 
inflicted were by no means rare. No China- 
man ever thought of bringing a case before 
an American court, and the native tribunal 
had as great authority as if it were sitting In 
the Fiowery Kingdom, as no one ever dreamt 
of appealing to foreign ald to annul its de- 
crees or prevent their enforcement. 

ORIGIN OF THE HIGHBINDERS. 

It was as an auxiliary to this that 
the society of the highbinders was 
original! established. At first it 
cons of re

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band escaped from the control of 
the six companies and has car- 
ried on business on its Own account. ‘The 
executive officers of the court are still taken 
from its ranks, but a great deal of private 
business is done, and from being simply 
employes of the court, the bighbinder society 
has become the best organized gang of cut- 
throats tu the country. The num- 
der is small, probably not ex- 
ceedin ma and all are under perfect 
discipline. Regular blackmail is levied on all 
tbe merchants in Chinatow::, anda refusal to 
pay is invariably followed by murderor severe 
bodily injury. he highbinders are perfectly 
well known to every Chinaman in thecity, 
and the police are almost as well informed 
but repeated trials have proved the fut ity o 
attempting to prove anything against them. 
ORGANIZED MURDER. 

„It is a mistake to suppose that the society 
will unaertake the removal of any man fora 
stipulated sum. Protection from violence can 
be secured by a regular payment, ani! this is 
frequently done. It is an unquestion ble fact 
that this obligation is faithfully carried out. 
Every act of violence has, before itis ordered, 
to be passed upon by three officers of the so- 
clety and nothing can be done without their 
consent, The discipline is absolutely perfect, 
and no money is ever paid unt ü the the work 
is done. The society makes no bad debts, as 
no one desires to refuse to pay the price 
agreed upon, which is said to be fixed in ac- 
cordance with a regular scale. The members 
of the society keep the entire Chinese 

ovulation in terror all the t'me, 
evying assessments as they please, 
Which are never refused and being 
rotected from outside interference by the 
ear of which they inspire, the quarrels be- 
tween the two rival factions, the Hong Kong- 
ese and the Cantonese, isa mine of wealth to 
the hignbinders, as their services are called 
for by both factions. In 1886an attempt was 
made to establish a rival society, and at least 
half a dozen murders were committed in the 
course of the competition which ensued. Fi- 
nally asort of a consolidation was effected, 
and the trouble closed. These assassins never 
commit any crimes against white men, con- 
tining their attentions exclusively to their 
own countrymen, and are to-day stronger 
and better organized than ever before. How 
the band is to be broken up is a problem most 
difficult of solution.’’

National Bank, for many years past the sole 
depository of city funds, refused yesterday 
morning to cash a City Council check for $120,- 
000, being the annual appropriation for the 
street and sewer department. The check was 
properly drawn, countersigned and indorsed 
and the funds are in the bank to meet it. The 


bank declines to honor the check until after 
the matter has been again laid before the City 
Council. Thetrouble is thatthe strect and 
sewer department proposes to remove the 
fund to another depository. The warrant for 
thie removal of the money is based on what 
is known as the G-street rider, which was 
gotten through surreptitiously, though there 
is much doubt whether it was legally acted on 
in both houses in the closing hours of the last 
Legisiature, and which has since been a sub- 
ject of official investigation and acrimonious 
discussion.
